in the name of the Lord, who has united us here for a meal in 

unity so that we ponder Him deeply, He who left and for whom our 
hearts weep. Come here, you who are hungry and thirsty, and 
fortify yourselves." And what will be the first orchestral state- 
ment and what will be the first orchestral statement and it is 

made by the timpani and the world was and the world is and it 
begins a cappella and then the timpani and the world is now full 

of music and the gigantic choir and the gigantic orchestra and 
"What sounds, what ringing! Is the earth on which we stand moving? 
Welcome to you, soul of the Lord, for which we prayed, Holy Ghost. 
We feel your presence; powerfully it fills our soul." World- 
transformers and world-creators and Christ and Wagner and salvation 
and gold and Christ was thirty and Wagner was thirty and so was 
Zarathustra. And the forces of creation have been re-doubled and 
now it is Beethoven and the world premiére of Opus 125 was in 
Vienna and it was on May 7, 1824, and this symphony is one of 

those re-creations of the world which overwhelm and inspire and 
overwhelm and inspire and intimidate. Four movements and the
